a reflector optically coupled to receive content modulated light from the first light engine kernel and spatially 
positioned to tile the received light with light output from the second light engine kernel.

the polarization separator comprises a plate polarizer. 

33. The apparatus of claim 32 wherein: 

the reflector comprises a plate polarizer. 
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
